Commander Kidston, with two com- 
panions, had made the flight from 
England to the tip of the African con- 
tinent in six days, ten hours, total 
time, to carry out his contention that 
the projected 42-day air-mail service 
of Imperial Airways is too slow. His 
time in the air for the 7,505 miles was 
56 hours, an averege speed of 134 
miles an hour, The previous record 
was 9'. days.

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NON-ENFORCEMENT COMES 


The New York state crime commission 
reports that racketeers collect tribute 
from United States business concerns 
amounting to from twelve to eighteen bil- 
lion dollars per year. As an off-hand 
guess it would look to be cheaper to en- 
force the law than to pay tribute to these 
pirates. 

Which they choose to do is .of course 
the business of the people of the United 
States. For Canadians the moral is that, 


however much it costs to maintain ef- 
ficient police protection, it would cost 
more to do without it. Racketeering 


would be just as common in this country 
as it is on the other side of the border if 
crooks thought they could “get away with 
Ue gl! 


ASSUMING ANOTHER SURPLUS 


Delegates representing the exporting 
countries are to meet in London on May 
18th, to arrange for the orderly marketing 
of the wheat crop that has nof yet been 
sown in Canada and some of the other 
producing countries. 

It is assumed, of course, that there 
will be «a wheat crop this year, large 
enough to require regulating of the 
marketing process in order that the 
consumer may not get wheat too cheap 
and the grower be forced to accept an 
unprofitable price. It is quite possible that 
will be the case, and it will do no harm to 
discuss the possible contingency. 

But it is also well to remember that 
counting chickens before they are hatched 
is a speculative operation. The crop is not 
in being, and for all anyone knows market 
control may be needed next winter to keep 
prices down, not to hold them up. Nature 
has a way of restoring the balance, and 
the embarrassment of riches that is 
created by the present surplus of wheat 
may be removed without any market 
manipulation, 


AN UNWANTED RAILWAY 

Premier Tolmie is off to Ottawa to 
sell the P. G. E. railway to one—or both— 
the transcontinentals through the media- 
tion of the Dominion Government. Wheth- 
er he will succeed is another matter, and 
one of some public importance, 

The unfortunate fact is that the P. G. 
E. is a railway nobody seems to want. The 
province of British Columbia built it un- 
der the influence of boom conditions, with- 
out sufficient investigation as to where it 
was to secure traffie enough to warrant 
the outlay. The traffic has failed to ma- 
terialize, and the road is a dead weight on 
the provincial finances. Attempts have 
been made to unload the “elephant” on 
both the C. P. R. and the Canadian Na- 
tional, without success. 

The logic of the situation is that a 
good deal of money will be lost before the 
venture is ended, Who is to stand the 
loss is the point at issue, That either of 
the transcontinentals—or both of them— 
will pay what the railway cost is by no 
means probable, If the province is to 
avoid having to sell at a bargain price and 
assume the difference, the only other al- 
ternative is to induce the Dominion to “ab- 
sorb” the loss in one way or another, That 
perhaps is what Premier Tolmie hopes to 
do. 


THE FIVE YEAR SPLURGE 


Professor Stephen Leacock is a man 
of courage. He says the Soviet’s five year 
plan will fail. It will, but not many pro- 
fessors of political economy are being 
heard to say so. And among those less 
qualified to judge there seems to be an 
uneasy suspicion that the plan not only 
will succeed, but that it has already suc- 
ceeded, It is rather the fashion at present 
to assume regretfully that Russia has dis- 
covered some economic formula to which 
the rest of the world is stranger, that in 
production and trade it has the other 
nations beaten to a stand-still, and that 
the Canadian wheat grower and the 
United States. manufacturer may as well 
get ready to go out of business or to live 
on the Russian level. 

Unfortunately none of these defeatist 
prophets has yet explained just what is 
meant by the “success” of the five year 


plan, That the Soviet is building great 
factories in Russia, opening rich mines, 
and’ creating immense hydro-electric

stations, is beyond doubt. That it is dump- 
ing Russian products of several kinds 
in foreign markets at less than production 
cost to pay for the machinery, materials 
and technical services it has to import is 
unquestionable, That, if it can hold the 
pace, Russia will be industrialized on a 
scale and at a rate never before attempted, 
follows as a matter of course. 

And what then? When the industrial- 
ization has been completed, that will be 
the beginning of the experiment, not the 
end. Factories and farms are of no use if 
their products cannot be sold. Where is 
Russia to sell the output of its factories 
and the produce from its collectivist 
farms? The other nations cannot buy 
these commodities unless they are allowed 
to pay for them. Goods are always paid 
for in goods. Is Industrialized Russia going 
to accept manufactured goods for its 
farm products—and put its state factories 
out of business? Or accept farm produce 
for its manufactured goods and let its 
state farms go to weeds? 

The five year plan m mean, and 
likely will, that the Russian market will 
be lost to foreign manufacturers. That 
will be no insupportable catastrophe. The 
world got along without a Russian market 
for manufactured goods for a good many 
centuries, and can do so again. 

As to Russia “flooding” other countries 
with the products of its farms and fact- 
ories, and reducing foreign farmers and 
industrial workers to the basis of its own 
ration-fed serfs; other countries do not 
have to trade with Russia unless they 
want to. And they will assuredly not want 
to trade on these terms, 

The five-year plan is the prelude to a 
grand scale fizzle; involving probably the 
collapse of the Soviet tyranny and the 
establishment of democratic government 
in the realm where the Czars once ruled 
and where Stalin now rules by like 
methods.

ERADICATION OF WILD OATS 


By W. A. Munro, Superintendent, Dominion Exp 
Station, Rosthern, Sask 
Wild oats will not germinate except during the 


spring and eatly summer; they will not germinate on 
top of the ground nor much below a depth of four 
inches and they will not germinate in sotl deficient 
im moisture. Wild oats will retain their vitality in 
the soil for several years. These are the facts on 
which must be based the methods of treating land 
infested with wild oats, To kill them, they must be 
induced to germinate and this can be done only in 
the spring and within the top four inches of the soil 

As soon as the crop ts taken off, shallow plough 
the land or double disk it and as early as possible in 
the spring harrow it and leave t!ll the wild oat plants 
show above the ground, which may be any time be- 
tween the middle and end of May, depending upon 
the season, Plough to a depth of three or four in- 
ches and sow barley or oats for green feed and very 
few wild oats are likely to appear in the crop, 

If the land being treated is intended for fallow, 
proceed exactly the same way until the end of May 
and then early in June plough five or six inches deep 
ep the weeds down for the remainder of the season 
and very few weeds are likely to appear in the grain 
crop of the following year. To thoroughly eradicate 


wild oats, follow the summer-fallow with an inter- 
tilled crop and keep the crop clean of weeds. This 
crop may be potatoes or turnip® or sunflowers This 


method has been used on, various parts of the farm 
at the Dominion Experimental Station, Rosthern, for

THE ORIENTAL VEGETABLE-MEAT} 


For many centuries China and Jar} 
pan have been living on a diet which 
contains very little meat, They have 
been able to do this by supplying &@) 
large amount of the pfotein in their 
diet through the use of the soy bean 
This bean is superior to all other dried 
beans inasmuch as it contains little 
or no starch and a very large amount 
of balanced protein. Its food value 
may be determined by comparing if 
with wheat and meat, giving us the 
following table

Boy bean flour 349.5 20,7 475 33,7 
Lean beef 20 5 1,1 4 


In the above table the sugars and 
starches are grouped together for con-| 
venience as carbohydrates, but in the 
soy bean the amount of starch is 
practically always under 2°, the ma- 
ture beans having no starch. This ts 
one of the reasons why soy bean 
flour is often preferred over other 
flours in the diet of those suffering 
with diabetes, 


One curious thing which one no-! 
tices when mixing soy bean flour with 
water is that it has a tendency to 
agglutinate or curdle instead of form- 
ing a paste, Because of this it is im- 
possible to make bread of entire soy 
bean flour. The Chinese make a kind | 
of cheese of the soy curd which close-!| 
ly resembles our cheese in appearance 
and food value, but has an entirely 
different flavor. The Japanese pre- 
pare a vegetable milk by grinding the 
soaked beans and boiling thirty min- 
utes in three times their bulk of water 
and then straining. This milk com- 
pares favorably with cow's milk and Is 
often used for feeding infants, 

The soy beans do not have the ten-| 
dency to produce flatulence because 
they do not contain much of the hemi-| 
celluloses which are abunant in other | 
beans. The carbohydrates of the SOY | 
bean seem to be much more digestible. | 

The Japanese manufacture a sauce 
from soy beans known as shoyu. This 
is mado by mixing cooked afid ground 
soy beans with salted water and inocu- 
lating the mixture with a rice fer- 
ment. The sauce tastes a good deal 
like a saléy meat extract. 

The soy bean does well ir about the 
same climate as corn, and it will un-/ 
doubtedly become a valuable crop as} 
soon as its food value becomes better!

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Trichonosis 
Question: C. W. D. writes: “My 
daughter has been attacked by trichin- 
asis. She had it for five or six days 
before the doctor knew what it was, 
Her face was swollen and temperature 
104 degrees. What is the best thing 
to do in such a case?” 

Answer: Trichinosis is . usually 
caused from eating pork which has 
not been thoroughly cooked. Practi- 
cally all cases of this disease can be 
traced to the eating of raw sausage or 
improperly cooked pork. In this dis- 
ease, certain parasites from the pig 
are eaten by the human, The eggs de- 
velop in the intestines and finally 
reach the muscles, where they may be 
found in the form of small worms, By 
cooking all pork thoroughly the dan- 
ger of such infection is avoided. If 
your daughter is still troubled with 
trichinosis it is important that she 
ovtuin plenty of sleep and she should 
use a fasting and dieting regimen, Hot 
baths with a temperature of from 104 
degrees to 110 degrees Fahrenheit are 
beneficial, There is no medicine 
which has any influence on the worms 
once they have entered the muscles, 
The severity of the disease depends a 
great deal on the quantity of the in- 
fected meat eaten. If diarrhea ap- 


| pears carly, the symptoms are usually 


more favorable than otherwise. In 
severe cases recovery is very slow. The 
greatest danger is in the fourth to 
the sixth week,

Angling Simile Used 
By Mr. Justice F. Ford 


Fisherman Who Finally Lands Fish Has 
Right Thereto, He Says, in Giving 
Judgment 


Well, with the 
fishing season just around the corner; and It's sure to be of more than 
passing interest to real estate agents, as the action involved is a real 
estate action, although the judgment handed down contains a sentence 
that should settle for all time any arguments between fishermen as to 
whose fish it is, 

“The fisherman who eventually lands the fish is entitled to it, even 
though it was first allured by the bait of another” wrote Mr, Justice Prank 
Ford today in handing down judgment in the case of Keefer vs, Enders, 
in which Keefer sued for the recovery of a commission on the sale of 
Enders farm, This is the second time thescase has been tried, 

In the evidence it was brought out that Enders, owner of a farm near 
Rimbey, had put it up for sale and that Keefer, a real estate agent, had 
tried to sell it to a man named Adams of Ellerslie. The sale did not go 
through at that time, but two months later Louis Myers, another real 
estate agent, sold the farm to Adams, When he heard that the sale had 
been made to a man he had in line Keefer sued for his commission, and 
at the first trial was awarded $1100 in a judgment of Mr. Justice Ives. 
An appeal was taken and the appellate division of the Supreme Court 
ordered a new trial, and it is tn the judgment in favor of the defendant 
that Mr, Justice Ford gives his “fisherman” decision
